An estimated 95 per cent of 
the farm products produced are 
home orchards, pork and beef 
used for family living.

Trade and Services — A brief 
look at the general business 
situation in Perry County was 
given by Larry Caudill for the 
Trade and Services Committee: 

Perry County had 327 Retail 
trade units in 1958 with a total 
sales volume of $23,722,000. 
More retail units and volume 
of sales are as follows: 49 gen- 
eral merchandise stores, $717,- 
000; 118 food stores, $6(315,000;

“Projects which should be 
comleted before 1970 are Carrs 
Fork Dam and Reservoir; Line 
Fork Dam and Reservoir; Moun- 
tain Parkway Extension; Picnic 
and Park Area Develoment; and 
development of major moun- 
tain and other recreational fac- 
ilities.” 

“All possible means and me- 
dia will be used to promote pro- 
jects and to coordinate local, 
state and federal efforts. Qual- 
ity of personal services such as 
restaurants and service stations 
will be upgraded by local ef- 
fort.”

rates for Hazard and Perry 
County. He stated that real 
estate ratio for Hazard was 60 
per cent and 18 percent for 
Perry County. Mr. Johnson 
listed the public facilities Bade 
availabe and improvements and 
expansion of telephone, and 
sewer and water services. He 
stated that the Committee rec- 
ommends that the study be 
made of the county tax assess- 
ment ratio and that garbage 
disposal sites be made available 
in City and County. 

Fiscal Sanity 
Restored To Bill 

Some measure of fiscal san- 
ity has been restored to the 
State Budget Bill iby House Re- 
publicans and the Senate. 

Two amendments instigated 
and promoted by House Repub- 
licans were ignored by the 
Democratic leadership. The ma- 
jority party, guided by dogma- 
tic short-sightedness from the 
Governor’s Office, refused to 
amend the budget during the 
first vote on the bill. Further 
Republican efforts, aided by 
four conscientious House Dem- 
ocrats, resulted in the adoption 
of the amendments by the Sen- 
ate. 

After an apologetic speech 
to the House by the Governor, 
the chagrined Democratic lead 
ership moved that the House 
concur with the Senate and in- 
clude the two amendments. 

Satisfied with the inclusion 
of their amendments, House 
Republicans joined with the 
majority party to pass the final 
Budget Bill, 94 to 0.

National BPW 

Miss Virginia Allen, Presi- 
dent of the National Federa 
tion of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs, Inc., has 
announced the launching of a 
Nationwide talent search to de- 
velop a womanpower pool of 
highly qualified people to fill 
top jobs in business and indus- 
try, as well as in the govern 
ment. 

Explaining that BPW's action 
was a natural response to Pres- 
ident Johnson’s drive to up- 
grade the role of women in 
American life, Miss Allen said 
the talent search had first been 
undertaken to feed names into 
the White House of women 
with outstanding qualifications 
for specialized top positions. 
Now, recognizing that business, 
industry and the professions 
have “room at the top” for wo- 
men also, the search has been 
enlarged, and that she has per 
sonally delivered the first 
group of names submitted thr- 
ough the government talent 
search to the White House last 
week. 

The search will be conducted 
through the state Federations 
affiliated with the national or- 
ganization, and letters are go- 
ing out to the nation’s big cor- 
porations and major organiza- 
tions representing business and 
professions to notify them of 
the availability of womanpower 
pool information. 

“If we are to make President 
Johnson’s drive truly meaning- 
ful, we cannot be content with 
locating top caliber women for 
government positions alone. 
We must see that the drive has 
impact through American life, 
as the President intended. We 
believe there are more top jobs 
for women in business and pro- 
fessions if employers have ac- 
cess to information on the wo- 
men whose experience and cap- 
abilities match the job require- 
ments and responsibilities. 
That is the reason for the wo- 
manpower pool.” 

“Seldom has such an oppor- 
tunity presented itself to show 
what women can do. Indeed 
the spotlight is on women and 
it is up to us to demonstrate 
that ~we~ "have the women who 
can live in the spotlight while 
performing at the top execu- 
tive level.” Miss Allen contin- 
ued, “Never was it more impor- 
tant that we as individual wo- 
men demonstrate our under- 
standing of the full meaning 
of the Federation’s current 
theme, “The Responsibility for 
Full Partnership.” 

Going on to discuss implica- 
tions of the report issued last 
faill by the President’s Commis- 
sion on the Status of Women, 
Miss Allen emphasized "it does 
not make a special plea for 
women. It treats us co-citizens 
made it very evident that its 
with men. The Commission 
interest is in the well-being of 
the American economy as a 
whole. It looks toward a society 
in which, we, as women, will 
no longer occupy special posi- 
tions with special protections 
but will assume responsibilities 
and exercise rights as co-citi- 
zens and co-workers.” 

She added that another pro- 
ject undertaken by the Federa- 
tion as a result of the report 
is a “Partnership with Youth” 
program. It is designed to help 
young women prepare for a fu- 
ture in which, on the average, 
each will spend 25 years of her 
life in the labor force. “Few 
young women today realize the 
stark reality of these statistics 
or the necessity of equipping 
themselves to make their years 
in the labor force fruitful both 
for them and for our economy 
and society.” 

Black Day For 
Traffic Fatality 

February 19 was a black day 
on Kentucky highways. 

The 100th traffic fatality of 
1964 was reported then, a 
shocking 18 per cent increase 
over the same period in 1963. 
By that date last year, 82 traf- 
fic fatalitites had been record- 
ed. 

“If the present traffic acci- 
dent rate and the death loll 
continue,” said State Public 
Safely Commissioner Glenn 
Lovern, “we will see more than 
900 deaths by motor vehicles 
recorded by the end of the 
year.” 

Last year there were 837 
killed in traffic accidents. In 
1962 there were 793, and in 
1961 there were 722. * “

to eastern population centers, 
indicates good prospects for 
water and land resource devel- 
opment oriented toward recre- 
ation and electric power devel- 
opment, but with substantial 
emphasis also placed on im- 
poundments for industrial and 
municipal water supply. Sewage 
treatment facilities and water 
distribution and sewage collec- 
tion systems for the smaller 
communities are also needed. 
These are the kinds of projects 
that, in part at least, will be 
paid for by user charges over 
a period of years, assuming a 
simultaneous accelerated eco- 
nomic growth. 

The sale of hydroelectricity 
from multiple purpose reser- 
voirs will supply some cash 
flow but statistics indicate that 
by 1980 only 9% of the region’s 
electric energy will be derived 
from water power. Nonethe- 
less, such projects do not sub- 
stantially reduce the demand 
for fuel, and constitute valu- 
able peaking capability to com- 
plement and assure the most 
efficient operation of fuel fired 
steam stations. 

The construction and opera- 
tion of educational facilities, 
and the subsidization of their 
use — apparently the most crit- 
ical need of Appalachia — are 
not a selfliquidating program 
and must be financed from oth- 
er sources, but of course would 
be aided by a broadening of 
the industrial base. 

We are of the strong opinion 
that utilization of the region’s 
historically basic resource — 
coal — in very large size steam 
electric generating stations, 
with the payment of a part of 
the power sales revenue into 
an “Appalachian Development 
Assistance Fund”, would tend 
to reestablish mining payrolls, 
add power plant construction 
and operation payrolls, attract 
new industries and create a 
self-sustaining cash flow to 
fund land and water resource 
development and the construc- 
tion and operation of needed 
educational facilities — all to be 
programmed in close coopera 
tion with the state and local 
Governments. 

Preferably, the development 
corporation would generate the 
power and treansmit it over 
Federal transmission lines to 
major load centers for deliv- 
ery at wholesale. The power 
could be sold to all types of 
utilities — privately, publicly and 
cooperatively owned. Financing 
of generation and transmission 
facilities by a public corpora 
tion through the issuance of 
bonds sold in the private money 
market would provide these 
advantages, among others: (1) 

power would be produced at 
the lowest possible cost; (2) 
funds could be made available 
to the development corporation 



for other regional development 
programs <3) power could be 
sold to all utilities, public and 
private; and (4) thermal power 
could be integrated with pub- 
licly developed hydro resources. 
Although construction of some 
transmission lines would be 
needed to deliver power to load 
centers, existing lines also 
could be used to “wheel” pow- 
er, where feasible. 

Appalachia possesses 39% of 
the nation's recoverable bitum- 
inous coal. Using modern, ex- 
tra high voltage transmission 
techniques, electricity can be 
economically delivered to load 
centers 1000 miles from the 
source of generation. Thus, 
economic interconnection of 
Oregon and Arizona is feasible. 
Consolidated Edison Company 
has announced that it will fore- 
go installation of thermal ca- 
pacity and substitute power 
purchased from a Labrador hy- 
dro station 1,135 miles from 
New York. 

Our studies indicate that 
publicly financed plants in Ap- 
palachia can deliver wholesale 
electricity anywhere in the 
eastern one-half of the United 
States, except the Tennessee 
Valley, cheaper than it is now 
generated at major load and 
population centers. And, these 
calculations include the pay- 
ment into an “Appalachian De- 
velopment Assistance Fund” of 
1-2 mill on each kilowatt hour 
so delivered. 

The possibilities for such a 
plan are enormous. PFC stud- 
ies show that from 1965 
through 1980 the eastern Uni- 
ted States will continue some 
19 trillion kwh of electricity. 
Power plant capacity will in- 
crease during the same period 
from 123 million kw to 320 mil- 
lion kw, a 148% increase. Thus, 
approximately 60% of the 
above 19 trillion kwh, or some 
11.4 trillion kwh, will be gen- 
erated in new plants. At 1-2 
mill per kwh, the full potential 
of such an increase would, if 
achieved, pour $5.7 billion into 
the “Appalachian Development 
Assistance Fund” during this 
15 year period. What we con- 
template is a complex of large 
scale low cost generating sta- 
tions throughout Appalachia. 

With respect to reestablish- 
ing non-government payrolls, 
the United Mine Workers Jour- 
nal calculates that for each ad- 
ditional million tons per year 
of coal mined, 400 new jobs 
are created. Assuming that, 
under modern conditions, the 
ratio of coal consumption to 
plant capacity is about 2,500 
tons per megawatt per year, 
the growth potential for the 
eastern United States during 
the next 15 years is 460 million 
tons per year or 184,000 new 
coal mining jobs alone by 
1960. 

We recognize, of course, that 



100% achievement of the cal 
cuiated potential could not be 
realistically expected. Assum- 
ing, however, that a substan 
tial fraction of the potentially 
available new jobs and cash 
flow assistance available from 
coal resource utilization were 
achieved, we believe the pro- 
gram well worth undertaking 
via a Federal Government re- 
source development corpora 
tion, which could obtain its fin- 
ancing in large part from the 
sale of bonds in the private 
money market, much as muni- 
cipalities, state governments 
and the TV A sell bonds for 
various self-liquidating pro- 
jects. 

Establishment of Cooperative* 

The predominately rural nat- 
ure of Appalachia suggests that 
a bold new approach is requir- 
ed to fill voids which exist in 
developing much of the area’s 
natural and human resources. 

Studies of the region have 
clearly established that to 
achieve the end result of rais- 
ing the income and living 
standards, there first must be 
comprehensive programs to 
prepare for utilization of the 
natural and human resources 
of the area. Among these pro 
grams, in addition to the de- 
velopment of coal as described 
already, would be those that 
dealt with reforestation and 
timber management; control 
of flooding, erosion, and water 
management; more efficient 
agriculture; upgrading educa- 
tion with emphasis on vocation- 
al training and retraining; and 
public facilities. 

As basic as these programs 
are to breaking the poverty 
cycle in Appalachia, there must 
be some vehicle available to 
transform resource develop- 
ment into permanent economic 
progress. We believe that non- 
profit cooperatives are the best 
vehicle for this 'task in the rural 
and marginal areas of the reg 
ion. Cooperatives could pro- 
vide many advantages other 
than economic. They stimu- 
late initiative and leadership 
and promote self-confidence 
and pride of ownership. And 
cooperatives insure that eco- 
nomic benefits are retained in 
the area. 

A rural cooperatives agency 
should be established, prefer- 
ably in the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, to assume a major 
role in assisting the people of 
Appalachia to make fuller use 
of their resources. This agency 
should have the responsibility 
of helping to organize the non- 
profit cooperatives in rural 
Appalachia which are needed 
to fill existing voids. Moreover, 
the agency should have the au- 
thority to provide capital either 
in the form of loans or grants, 
or both, and to provide tech 
meal assistance.

Garden Is Source of Food and Enjoyment; Make It A Pleasure 



PmiI Koon — County Agricultural Agwnt 



Crabgrasn is an annual grass 
that reproduces by seeds and 
rooting at the lower joints of 
the stem. It grows to maturity 
and develops seeds from July 
until September or October, 
then dies. In Kentucky crab- 
grass seeds usually start ger- 
minating in late April or early 
May. 

Best crabgrass control can 
be obtained in established blue- 
grass lawns by using recom- 
mended pre-emergence (before 
crabgrass seeds germinate) her- 
bicides in late March or early 
April. 

Chemicals being recommend- 
ed this year for pre-emergemce 
crabgrass control are 'bandane, 
dacthal, zytron, and calcium ar- 
senate. These are available as 
active ingredients in "crab- 
grass killers” sold under vari- 
ous trade names. The chemi- 
cals are available in dry form 
and can be applied with either 
a fertilizer spreader or a cy- 
clonctype seeder They are us- 
ually packaged in quantities to 
cover from 2,500 to 3.000 
square feet of lawn. FOLLOW 
DIRECTIONS ON THE LABEL 
OF THE PARTICULAR PRO- 
DUCT PURCHASED. 

Besides using chemicals, 
good lawn management will 
aid considerably in controlling 
crabgrass as well as many ot- 
her lawn weeds. Proper fertili- 
zation of the lawn in early 
spring will stimulate the grow- 
th of desirable g’rsses. Mowing 
' ,e grass at a he'ght of a least 
2 inches will aid in prevent .g 
crabgrass from beconii.'.g es- 
tablished. Crabgrass does not 
grow well in shade; therefore, 
if the lawn grass is mowed 



high, germinating crabgrass 
seedlings will likely be crown 
ed out. 

Plan your control program 
now. Don't wait until crabgrass 
has crowded out desirable lawn 
grass. It will then be too late 
to do much about controlling 
the weed this year.

tilizer and seeds, or both. 

Gardening can be as simple 
or as complicated as you care 
to make it. There is no single 
"best” wav to grow any garden 
vegetable. Plants, like humans, 
thrive under a wide range of 
conditions; but they do best in 
an environment to their liking. 

Some of the essentials of 
good gardening are: 

1. Be lazy but not too lazy. 
Thia means be smart enough to 
do all necessary work but lazy 
enough not to do unnessary 
work. Be realistic in planning 
the garden - don’t plant five to 
ten times more than your fam- 
ily needs. Use mulches of 
straw, sawdust, or leaves to re- 
duce labor, increase moisture, 
and control weeds. Apply the 
correct amounts of fertilizer to 
insure adequate plant food. 
Control insects and diseases 
for top quality and high yields. 

2. Consider your family's 
health in choosing vegetables 
to plant. Green leafy and yeV 
low vegetables taste better and 
are much cheaper than a doc- 
tor’s prescription. Most of the 
vitamin A and C an individual 
needs can be supplied from a 
good vegetable garden. 

3. Make gardening a plea 
sure. A small garden produc- 
ing top quality vegetables gives 
much more than just food for 
the table. A neat, well kept gar- 
den 'bordered by flower and 
shrubs adds beauty to the sur- 
roundings and much pleasure 
to the owner. 

4. Have the garden near 
the house. This saves many 
steps, and the housewife is 
much more likely to make ef- 
ficient use of it. 

5. Gardening should invol- 
ve the whole family. Give the 
young folks as well as the old- 
er ones an opportunity to 
share in planning and caring 
for the garden. A few water- 
melons and cantaloupes will do 
a lot to involve the children. A 
few rows of popcorn and pea- 
nuts will add to the winter 
pleasure of the children.
